The inventions listed as Groups l-VII do not relate to a single general inventive concept 
under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: Groups ll-VI recite 
functionality not present in Group I which represent different inventive concepts than 
that of Group I and would represent an additional search burden. Group VII is drawn to 
a different inventive concept entirely — preparing a streamed program — than groups l-VI, 
all of which generally relate to actions taken once a streamed program has been 
received.
